However, it is old and known to one of 
ordinary skill in the art that local jurisdiction has Master Plan which contains informaiton about future developments. Builder(s) of a 
subdivision like a condominium complex, Planned Urban Develepment (PUD) have decision making authoriy like Condominium 
Association, Home Owners Association (HOA) etc. which has restrictions on how the subdivision is serviced. MRIS page 3 clearly 
illustrates that HOA Fee includes provision of common services like water (i.e. utility) to the resident (i.e. HOA precluding others to access 
to the water line which is under control of the HOA). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that HOA are known to 
get the utility from an external utility provider (i.e. decision making authority obtaining common services from one or more common 
services provider). 



In response to applicant's argument that in their opinion cited references cannot be combined. However, as explained above and in the 
office action mailed 01 December 2006, it is examiner's position that reference teaches the claimed limitation of applicant's claimed 
invention.
